It would be almost impossible to implement these 
plans without the support of local people and businesses, either just by coming 
to the games or investing in the club. There will be a Sponsored walk on 
Sunday August 3 I st to add funds to the development coffers so please get 
involved, a nice walk on a summer day, bring the kids and even the dog, a 
little effort could go a long way to help YOl’R LOCAL CLUB 
On the field Town have progressed from the Central Midlands League Premier 
Division, up to the Central Midlands Supreme, then into the Northern Counties 
East League Division One (which they were Champions of last season) and 
now into the Premier Division. They won the Central Midlands League Cup 
more than once and had a memorable run in the K.A.Cup last season. 

In the manager Steve Toyne we have a man that knows the non league scene 
very well and he has the knack of spotting a player and nagging them to join 
his team. All in all, with your help and support Town will only go one way.

Firstly some loose ends to tie up from last season, our ex str ker. Ant Lynam did 
finish as top scorer in the N C E L with 44 goals. Rob Northern of Winterton 
Rangers finished 2nd with 42. 

Although Winterton won the Premier Division they failed to be promoted due to 
ground criteria, however Glapwell who finished 2nd were promoted as their 
ground was up to standard. 

The N.C.E.L. agreed a 2 year sponsorship deal with Koolsport, they are a kit 
manufacturer from Thailand. As part of the deal Koolsport will supply 2 
complete sets of kit, of the clubs choice, to each N.C.E.L team. The kits will 
include club badge, sponsors logo, numbers and ’.he Koolsport N.C.E.L logo, 
the league will now be known as the Koolsport Northern Counties East League 
As some clubs already have deals for kit supply the Koolspcrt deal will come 
into effect from the start of 2009/10 season

Victoria and Gedling Town will leave to join the East Midlands League Leeds 
Met Carnegie will now be Leeds Carnegie 

Hall Road Rangers (runners up in Division 1) will be promoted along vviih 
Dinnington Town, but, to maintain 20 teams in the Premier Division, cnlv 
Glasshoughton Welfare will be relegated due to the sad demise of South 
Normanton Athletic. 

In the N.C.E.L. Cup Town have a bye in the first round and will then pla> the 
winners of Tadcastcr Albion and Hemsworth M W away, dates to be confirmed 
Ane in the Presidents Cup they are at home to Nostell M W. again date to be 
confirmed.
